ot Rescued.

The Toll of the Titanic’s Dead Will Ee 
Felt the World Over, Many of These 
Who inevitably Must Have Perished 
to Make Way For the Rescue of 
Women and Children Being Known 
on Both Sides of the Atlantic. 


New York, April 17.—The w ireless 
rep o rts giving nam es of the reseued 
passengers of the T itanic on the Car- 
pathia m ention 195 of the first cabin 
passengers and 116 in the second cab­ 
in. According to the sailing list there 
are 116 first cabin passengers not yet 
accounted for and 205 in the second 
cabin. 
Among the nam es of the sur­ 
vivors are m any not on the first or 
second cabin passenger lists, and ilie 
indications are th at several h u n d iel 
steerage passengers have been saved 
w ith a hundred or m ore of the crew. 
Nothing th at has come through the 
air from the sea m itigated in any de­ 
gree the pity and the horror of the 
T itanic tragedy except as individual 
distress was abated by the gradual 
addition of nam es to the list of the 
know n 
survivors. 
T here 
are 
uo 
known survivors th at are not on Car- 
pathia. 
The V irginian was too iate 
and found none, and no other ship 
has reported finding any. 
In the icy, 
fog-sm othered seas in which the Ti­ 
tanic sank exposure m ust have 3f»on 
destroyed these who w ere left to life­ 
belts or w reckage when all the boats 
w ere gone and no help came and the 
great, steam ship foundered. It is prac­ 
tically a certainty th a t nearly all of 
th e m en of the T itanic’s company 
w ent down w ith the ship when she 
plunged two miles tow ard the ocean 
floor, or th at they perished m iserably 
while clinging to w reckage or life pre­ 
servers in the icy wave th at betrayed 
them . 
They gave up life w ithin sight 
o( the little rocking boats th at held 
th eir women and children. 
It cannot | 
be doubted now that am ong these 
w ere Colonel John Jacob Astor, Isador 
Straus, M ajor A rchibald Butt, George 
D. W idener of Philadelphia, Karl H. 
Behr, the tennis cham pion; Jacques 
Futrelle, the w riter; W illiam T. Stead, 
th e London editor; Francis D. Millet, 
the Am erican artist, and many, m any 
m ore who w ere known on both sides 
of the A tlantic. 
The toll of the Ti­ 
tanic’s dead will be felt the world over.

aster. 
R epresentative H ardw ick of 
Georgia has introduced a bill m aking 
it unlawful for any ship or other ves­ 
sel engaged in ocean com m erce to en­ 
ter or clear at any port of the United 
States unless it is fully equipped with 
sufficient lifeboats, life preservers and 
other apparatus for the preservation 
of life to accom m odate adequately per­ 
sons to the extent of its passenger 
capacity and the num ber of its crew. 


Indiana Man in Fated List. 
Bloomington, Ind., April 17.—John 
B. Crafton of this city is thought to 
be one of the victim s of the T itanic 
disaster. Friends here found his nam e 
in the list of first-class passengers 
aboard the liner. 
They fear he has 
perished. Crafton w ent to Europe two 
m onths ago and was due to return 
home this week. 
He was one of the 
m ost prom inent stone men in Indiana 
and for several years he was connect­ 
ed with the Monon railroad.

and one son live here.

proper coverin g. La ter in the sea ­ 
son when the groun d is warmer an d 
likely to be d rier, d eeper plan tin g 
may be ad visable. 
On the heavier 
soils plan tin g should 
gen erally 
be 
shallower an d must be more carefully 
d on e than on the lighter, looser soils. 
In d etermin in g the best thickn ess 
of plan tin g to prod uce the largest 
y ield of good corn per acre, the fer­ 
tility ' of the soil an d the size of the 
variety are most importan t factors to 
be con sid ered . 
About the on ly rule 
that can be laid d own is 
that 
the 
richer the soil an d the smaller the 
variety the thicker should 
be 
the 
plan tin g an d the poorer the soil an d 
the larger the variety , the 
thin n er 
should be the plan tin g. In the n orth­ 
ern part of the state, where the va­ 
rieties are smaller, closer 
plan tin g 
may gen erally be practiced than in 
the southern portion , where the va­ 
rieties common ly grown are larger. In 
eheckrowin g, three feet six 
in ches 
apart each way should be the maxi­ 
mum d istan ce of plan tin g an d with 
this d istan ce between hills, three ker­ 
n els per hill will usually give better 
results than two kern els per hill. In 
a recen t publication givin g the results 
of thickn ess of plan tin g experimen ts 
of Illin ois, it is shown that better re­ 
sults may be secured from plan tin g 
closer than is common ly practiced .”

Parisian sent a wireless message tc 
the effect that she had no ne o f the 
passengers o r crew o f the Titanic o n 
bo ard. She had no news as to the pas­ 
sengers repo rted as missing. 
The 
Carpathia has go t into co mmunicatio n 
with Sable Island, but no news has as 
yet been received fro m heh 


St. Jo hns, N. F., April 17.—A versio n 
o f the Titanic disaster is current here 
which is said to have emanated fro m 
the trading vessel Bruce, which is o n 
the way to Sydney, C. B., based upo n 
repo rts 
which the trader o btained 
fro m vario us ships. 
This is to the 
effect that when the Titanic struck the 
berg she was go ing at the rate o f 
eighteen kno ts an ho ur and the im­ 
pact almo st rent the big ship asunder. 
Her decks, sides and bulkheads were 
smashed fro m bo w to midships. 
The 
bo ws and upper w’o rks were smashed 
to pieces. 
The ship struck the berg 
partially bow* o n. careening to the 
po rt side and almo st turning turtle. 
The bo tto m is suppo sed to have 
been to rn o ut o f the Titanic by sub­ 
merged icebergs which she was pass 
ing o ver, as every co mpartment fro m 
midships fo rward was quickly flo o ded 
and the ship rapidly settled by the 
head with a list to po rt, ro lling heavily 
in the tro ugh o f the sea. 
The fo rce 
o f the impact was so terrific that it 
practically rent the ship fro m stem to 
stern. 
Fo r a sho rt while sufficient 
o rder was maintained to allo w o f the 
launching in safety o f mo st o f the life­ 
bo ats and embark abo ut 1,000 perso ns 
Then a cry went up that the Titanic 
was sinking and the frenzied cro wd 
rushed madly fo r the bo ats. 
As the 
ship settled in the sea many o f the 
bo ats were smashed to pieces in the 
davits and so me were swamped while 
they were being launched. The o thers 
went do wn with the ship. 
By this time the ship was seen to 
be settling fast, and the w ater had en­ 
tered the engine ro o m. 
The wireless 
failed thro ugh the lo ss o f the mo to r, 
and all lights went o ut all o ver the 
ship. This added to the glo o m and the 
difficulty o f handling the bo ats. 
The so urce o f this versio n, which 
has the appearance o f reliability, gives 
the number o f passengers rescued as 
o ver 1,000.

Ev e ry Effort Stra ine d to Ge t in Touc h 


W ith the Ca rpa thia . 
New Yo rk, April 17.—After a day o f 
anx iety, in which repeated effo rts were 
made to get into wireless co mmunica­ 
tio n with the Cunard steam er Carpa­ 
thia with survivo rs o f the Titanic, the 
o fficials o f the W hite Star line said 
that no wo rd had been received fro m 
the Carpathia since 9 o ’clo ck yester­ 
day mo rning. 
That message gave the 
names o f so me survivo rs. 
P. A. S. Franklin, vice president o f 
the Internatio nal Mercantile Marine, 
said that he had almo st co me to the 
co nclusio n that the o nly survivo rs 
were tho se o n the Carpathia. 
He did 
no t want to think that way, he said, 
and he ho ped it wo uld turn o ut dif­ 
ferently, but he did no t think 
that 
there were any passengers o f the Ti­ 
tanic o n the Virginian o r the Parisian, 
which were repo rted as being near 
the Titanic when she went do wn. 
“We are making every effo rt,” Mr. 
Franklin said, “to get fro m the Carpa­ 
thia a ^o m plete list o f the perso ns 
taken fro m the Titanic. 
We have no 
means o f kno wing ho w many passen­ 
gers and ho w many members o f the 
crew o f the Titanic are o n the Car­ 
pathia. 
The repo rt that came to us 
wa s that there were 675 survivo rs o n 
the Carpathia. 
A message fro m Cap­ 
tain Ro stro n o f the Carpathia was re­ 
ceiv ed by the Cunard line yesterday 
mo rning saying that he was co ming 
here ‘with abo ut 800’ fro m the Titanic. 
Perha ps the difference between the 
•75 a nd the 800 includes members o f 
the crew who manned the twenty 
bo a ts which were put o ff fro m the Ti­ 
ta nic.” 
The o fficers o f the Cuna rd line kept 
sending messa ges to Ca pta in Ro stro n 
o f the Ca rpa thia , telling him to let the 
co mpa ny kno w a s so o n a s po ssible
